4. Applicant's Response, received 2/18/2005, is considered persuasive. The prior art of 
record does not fairly teach or suggest the combination of functional Umitations serving to 
reconstruct a voice call session specifically utilizing the use of a prepaid account associated with 
a user for identification and voice call session billing, identification of network connection flows 
identified as voice telephony calls made by the user, intermediate filtering and analysis of 
network generated packets which constitute the call session, identification of specific 
application(s) serving to process the packetized flow of information and detecting and 
accounting for various application events including adding and removing call participants in 
accordance with the specific application used and the defined accounting mechanism(s) defined 
for the flow/application, compensation of accounting amounts to the user based on measured 
delay latency of the flow using predetermined threshold(s), and generation and utilization of 
detail records reflecting addition and/or removal of call legs as part of the information flows. 
Support for this functionality is found in the present specification, inter alia, at Page 9, Line 1 1 
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through Page 16 Line 16, and is interpreted in light of Applicant arguments found in the 
Response, received 2/18/2005, inter alia, at Pages 11-14.
